The case was that of 
seizure by the defendant Robertson ofa 
span of horses from the plaintiff Bonin. 
The horses were brought from Dakota by 
Theo. Mallette. They were under a chattel 
mortgage given in Dakota, and were sold by 
Mallette to Bonin after their arrival in Ea- 
monton. The seizure was made on behalf of 
the mortgagees in Dakota. The action was 
brought by Bouin at the May court and was 
argued by 8. S. Taylor for the plaintiff and 
N. D. Beck for the defendant. Judgment 
was delivered at the October sittings of the 
court by Judge Rouleau in favor of Bonin 
for $175, damages for improper seizure and 
costs. The point was whether the mort- 


gage made in Dakota was valid in the Ter- | 


ritories against Bonin who was admittedly a 
bona fide purchaser, for value, without 
notice of the mortgage. The case was argu- 
ed before the full court at Regina by D. L. 
Scott for the appellant and 8S. 8. Taylor for 
the plaintiff Bonin. It appears that the 
difference of opinion as to the right of seiz 
ure arose from a failure to provide in the 
Northwest ordinance that all chattel mort- 
gages to have effect in the Territories must 
be registered in the Territories—the ordin- 
ance only providing that mortgages made in 
the Territories required registration here. 
That defect was remedied at last session of 
the assembly,and all chattel mortgages must

Whereas it is expedient that there should be raised 
by the Municipality of the town of Ediuonton the sum 
of $6,070 to enable the Municipality to pay certain 
amounts temperiorily borrowed and expended for 
the following purpose that is to say:—Purchase of 
Chemical fire engine $1.691.55, purchase of hooks 
and ladders aud other fire appratus $825.63, purchase 
of site for dre hall 3500.00, purchase of musical instru- 
ments for fire brigade band 3358.90, cost of construc- 
tion of bridge over Rat Creek $327.32, und cost of 
and incidental to land expropriated for the purpose 
of improving Jasper Avenue and Namayo Avenue 
$1,967.60 amounting together to 35,671.00 the interest 
whcreon amounts to $399 making the total of $6,070.- 
00. 

And whereas the value of the rateable property in 
the Municipality, according to the last revised asscss- 
ment Troll is $957,863.00. 

And Whereas the amount of the existing debt of 
tne Municipality, other than for current expenses, is 
$22,499.36 (incurred in respect of local and perman- 
ent improyements) and $524.74 for interest thereon 
making together $23,024,10 whereof no part is in 
arrear. 

And whereas it is expedient to borrow the said sum 
of $6,070 by the issue of debentures, the principal 
whereof shall be payable within 10 years from the date 
vpon which this By-law shall take effect and which 
shall bear interest in the meantime payable half yearly 
at the rate of five per cent per annum.
